A Sales Tax? 


N 


O doubl a sales Inx would take more dollars 


from persons of largo income than from 


those with small. 
Having -more money, the 


prosperous spend more for living and luxury. 
But it is a serious question whether the margin 
of greater expenditure would in a single ease be 
sufficient to equalize Ihe comparative burden, of 
the proposed tax. The very rich can cat but 
little more than the very poor, mid wear but one 
outfit of clothing at a lime. 
They may have 


more expensive things, and more of them, but 
It is doubtful if they arc so burdened with new 
possessions as to make an ad valorem lax upon 
their price a fair measure of Ihe difference be- 
tween, say, an income of $50,000 and an income 
of ?2,000! In any event, if the principle that 
taxes should fall heaviest upon those able to pay 
is accepted—as apparently it has been in this 
country for some years past—il would seem that 
the determination of taxes should logically rest 
upon asccrlainmcnf of respective abilities lo pny. 
To base laxcs upon consumption, rather than 
income, is simply lo abandon the principle. 


H is, perhaps, true that the, excess profits 


tax is in some respects a hampering weight on 
business and industry. 
But one must have n 


very contemptuous opinion of the ingenuity and 
intelligence of congress to be persuaded that such 
errors of detail are beyond correction. The law 
has had a pretty thorough lest, ils weaknesses 
have been vigorously pointed out; it seems no 
tremendous task so to re-arrange schedules as 
to do substantial justice. But that is a very dif- 
ferent thing than surrendering lo tin: pressure 
against the principle invoked in lhc law, and re- 
turning lo the unscientific and burdensome con- 
sumption, lax which hits hardest in proportion 
Ihosc whose incomes hover about the bare ex- 
istence level. 


That excess profits taxes arc very largely 


paid by the consumer is doubtless true—govern- 
ment has not yet perfected the machinery by 
which lo prevent the addition of its require- 
ment)- lo legitimate production and distribution 
charges in the final cost Lo the consumer. Bui 
in providing thai the tax shall be levied on net 
income, after the end of the year's business, it 
has laken al leasl a step in this direction. 
It 


hks made il a lillle harder to iigure the taxes in- 
to the cost of production, and in the numerous 
cases of great incomes which derive from inter- 
est and not from actual production activities it 
has largely prevented "passing the buck." This 
is, by any modern view of the objects of taxa- 
tion, a distinct advance. 


The burden of tile excess profits lax upon 


induslry, of which we hear so much, is falling 
upon shoulders by any measurement broader 
and stronger to bear il than those of Ihe house- 
holder upon whom, regardless of his ability lo 


pay, 
must fall ihe weight of a sales tax. Are 


the profits of business' of more concern lo UK; 
counlrv than Ihe welfare of its citizens?

"Cartwright drew up a set ot 


simple rules, which were used for 
the first time on June 19, 1546, in 
a fi-ame between the Knickerbockers 
and a club that organized a year, 
after them, the 'New York Nine. 
The New York Nine won, 21-1, in 
four innings. The rales then were 
that the team tallying 21 'aces,' or 
points, first, would win. 


"Slowly but surely the country 


took greater interest, and when, on 
June 22, 1857, a convtrrtion of 25 
ball dubs was held in New York . 
City, and the National Association 
of "Baseball organized, the popular- 
ity of the frame in the United States 
was clinched."
